It engages us in our earliest years 
aud leaves us not, but is prized by us preciously, while life is 
spared unto us. That is a consiieration that should not be lost 
sight of in days when religious ceremonial and the symbo!s of Faith 
are discounted in the economy of Religion. It may reasonably be 
urged, as does a contributor of ours this week, that the Passover has 
an even higher call upon the Jew, and indeed upon mankind at 
large, than as a Feast of Liberty ora Festival of Freedom. For it may 
be reckoned as the birthday of the three great modern. Religions to 
which most of humanity to-day subscribe—Judaism and the two 
faiths that proceeded from its loins. There is, of course, abundant 
reason for this view of the Passover, and its adoption can but add 
to the glory of the celebration. Indeed, from whatever angle and at 
whatever facet we may view the Passover, it seems bound to evoke 
our devotion, our love and our appreciation. 


United Synagogue Progress. 

. THE Senior Treasurer of the United Synagogue, Mr. F. D. 
FENJAMIN, was able to render a very satisfactory account of the 
progress in the aggregate of the institution in presenting his annual 
accounts last week. These showed that the support accorded it 
has steadily increased and that its popularity in London Jewry 
is unabated. More important, perhaps, than this is the evidence 
Mr, BeNJAMIN’s statement afforded of the vast ex-Synagogal 
work done by this organisation, the benefit of which is by 
no means confined to its members. It constitutes, indeed, a 
yast network of effort in almost every direction of endeavoux 
for the welfare and uplift of the Community, There was, to be sure, 


it evidentiy should adopt more éffectual means than it does for 
gathering in the suckels.

We hope that the Community will realise its duty to 
this organisation and supply it with the means it requires for 
carrying on its labour of loving-kindness. There can be few things 
harder to bear than the trials of the poor immigrant, a stranger in 
a strange land: nor can there be sorer temptations and more subtle 
pitfalls to beware and avoid. Sometimes, let it not be forgotten, 
these immigrants are helples# women and even little children, 
forlorn and unprotected. And it is on behalf of these that the 
Shelter does its admirable work, 


Press or Suppress ?

Mr. Benjamin said that these did not present such a he althy aspect. 
They estimated an increase in primary charges of £84, and in local ex- 
penditure of £774, together being an increase of £858, against an estimated 
increase in revenue of £393, leaving a balance, so far as the estimates on 
the right hand skle were concerned, of £465. It was rathet interesting to 
note that.in connection with the matter of estimates the expenditure of 
local requirements for the eighteen Synagogues in 1927 amounted to £43,991, 
whereas the estimates were £43,933, a difference of only £58. That was not 
an exceptional case, as in the previcus year the difference was only £69, 
andin ]925 only £38. ‘The revenue for 1927 was £72,699 (exclusive of volun- 
tary contributions), against an estimate of £71,685, a difference of £1,014, 
It was naturally more difficult to get an estimate of revenue as accurately 
as expenditure. The amount paid by Constiiuent Synagogues for amorti- 
Sation showed an increase of £249, interest increased by £651 and the 
ASssessinent on the gross revenue increased by £31, together making 19381. 
Against this there was a decrease in three items all relating to the final 
surplus. The first in relation to refunding and recoupment showed a 
dec:ease of £45. The second item of 10 per cent of balances for Ministers’ 
Balaries Augmentation Fund was decreased by £81, and the final surpluses 
were down by 4679 compared with last ; ear. The 24 per cent. assessment 
on the gross revenue was the same rate as in the preceding five years, 
The Golders Green Synagogue had the largest deficit las* year, the figure 
being £659. The prospects for the current year were even worse, as they 
estimated a deficit of £9.8. He would not be surprised if ‘even that high 
figure was exceeded. This synagogue was greatly handicapped by 
having to pay nearly £2,400 in loin charges. The state of its finance was 
ciusing the Treasurers of the United Synagogue grave concern. Many 
inembers had fallen seriously into arrears, which was quite inexcusable 
for @ synagogue founded so recently. It did not justify the large amount 
lately spent for its enlargement. Mr. Benjamin gave details of the 
other deficit synagogues, and mentioned that.if it had not been for the 
LARGE DEFICIT AT GOLDERS GREEN, 


the increase in the total deficit would not this year have exceeded £20. The 
votes to Committees, Charities and Subventions last year amounted to 
47,846. These votes showed a tendency to increase each year, indicating 
that the Committees concerned with the Visitation Fund, After-Care of 
Prisoners, Welfare Committee, Beth Hamedrash and Beth Din, and the 
Conjoint. Flour Committee, continue to expand their work; Tle £7,546 
spent last year was £159 greater than in the preceding year. The Beth 
Hamedrash and Beth Din Account again showed a deficit. The figure was 
£2,643, £273 greater than the previous year. The payment made by the 
Shechita Board for services rendered through the Beth Din was only £630 
as against the £2,000 required to cover expenditure rendered to Shechitds

The Valley of Dry Bones. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

The veree is taken from that remarkable vision of the prophet Ezekiel! 
hat bas been chosen as the HNaphicrah for the intermediate Sabbatn | [ 
Passover. There are many dreams recorded in Hols Writ, but there is 
none more arresting in its striking imagery or the significance of its 
messace. Nor must we forget that the vision alWays has its connection 
with the personality of the creamer The vision of a prophet is never 
out of relation to his previous thinkin; ihe prophet s always prepared 
for his vision. It comes to him as the answer toquesti ns, as the seitition 
of difficuliies whose force he has fel', A] irt from which it world convey 
no revelation of God to his mind It marks the point a* which reflection 
gives place to inspiration, where the certainty of the Divine word 
lifts the soul into the regions of spititaal and ecternal truth. In 
the particular vision under consideration the prophet finds himself 
impelled by the power of the Divine hand, in a dark an lonely vaiey. 
Strewn upon the face of the valley, as far as sight can reach, are dry and 
whitening human bones... Truiy a horri 
becomes the vehicle of one of the most inspiring and ho’ cful of messages, 
of the omnipotence of Divine inflaences, of the etcrnity of human hope, of 
the promise of iife from out the very sepulchre of death. Suc 
magic of that breath of the spirit of God that 
that they may live." As might be expectel from the lmitations of 
human philosophy, the commentators differ in their interpretatio: 
Impressed by the direct literalness of the narrative, the:e were 
those who held that Ezekiel had witnessed a ver.table resnrrectior, 
and that these dead lived and played their part upon the world’s strange 
stage. We shall not. however, be doing any injustice to the sacrel 
text, if we take our atand with the more sober of the commentators, and 
hold, that Ezekiel is describing a vision. It°is. even as a_ vision, 
one of the most vivid of pictures, speaking of greater marvels than even 
the exceeding great army of the awakened dead could have presented. 
For these would have risen, but to die again:. while the vision lives to 
thrill our souls with the undying truths of the eternal providence. Dut, 
that it had its special application to his own times and the conditions cf 
the Jewish people of the period, is equally clear from the truth of the 
picture the vision presents in that direction. Ezekiel was a prophet 
of exile, preaching in that strange land where Israel were 
asked in vain to Sing again the songs of Israel. “How should 
they sing the. song of the Lord in the land of the stranger?” 
Bot even more depressing than the fact of the exile was the apparcatly 
compicte disintegration of the ancvient people. Hard it was to realise 
that the God -of Israel still reigned over men. Hard it was to 
hope for a recovery of the land of Israel out. of the 
hands of the heathen. Yet it was still more inconccirable 
to imagine the possibility of the restoration to national life of that 
fecbie and demoralised remnant that has survived the downfal! of the 
Jewish State. It was not strange if these sad exiles thought of their 
Hation as dcad, if they said: “We are but dry bones, our hope has 
perished, we are entirely cut off." Not only were the outward symbols 
of nationality destroyed, but the national spirit was dead. The individual 
members of the Howse of Israel were doomed to an aimless existence, 
without the bond of a common purpose to inspire them to some worthy 
task. While Israel was alive, they had lived for her, planned for her, 
suffered for her, 

Their religion and their life, their liberty and their loyalty had been 
bound up with the conviction that they hc longed toa nation, with a proud 
history in the past and a national ambition towards which they might 
aspire. Now ftsracl had perished. Al! spiritual significance had cone ont 
Of their lives. Whe bond of national life had been broken beyond apparent 
hope of restoration. It was thiamational sentiment that Ezekiel sought 
to revive. He bad to combat the idea that, evenif God drove the heathen 
from his land eace more, there remained no chosen people to tike up the 
old tasks again. ‘The exiles had to be assured that there was yet a future 
for Israel.

He 
must tell them of the new hope, that has entered his heart, with 
which he will enthuse their own. He must call in no uncertain 
tones. He must prophesy to the spirit of hope, and bid it come, 
as the Divine breath from every corner of God's earth to “breathe 
upon these slain that they may live.” How well Ezekiel carried out 
his mission may be inferred from the religious revival that, taking its 
bir lL in Babylon, culminated in the return of the captivity when “ mouths 
were filled with laughter and tongues with songs of triumph,” when a 
restored people sent forth the law again from Zion, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem. So docs the vision in the dark valley, 
still speak of Eternal hose, that not even death can conquer. So does it 
tell us year by year of a redemption yet to come, when “ He will destroy 
death for ever, and the Lord God shall wipe away tears from off all faces,

“ Another problem which has been engaging my attention, in connec. 
tion with the young children of Cairo, has been that of the Orphanages. 
Until now the orphanage has been condacted for day purposes only. The 
children received schooling and three meals per diem, but in the evenings 
were scent out although the lack cf proper accommodation is notorious. 
This has, of course, had a deleterious cffect. and we have lone desired to 
change the system, It has been difficult, for many reasons into which I 
need not enter, to do so until now, bat we now hope that our 559 orphans 
will be fully accommodated.” 

The Chiet Rabbi has undertaken an interesting experiment with 
regard to children after leaving school. There are many boys and girls 
who, when they leave school, reach, culturally, a loose end. Those whose 
parents aic in @ flvancidl position to allow them leisure time drift into all 
sorts of mischief, while those who go to work for their living soon get ont 
of touch with all Jewish communal or religious activity. In order to 
provide for these young people, the Chief Rabbi has arranged a series of 
groups, c.assified by their religious, cultural, intellectual and even 
national inclinations, which are to be housed in a central part of the new 
Jewish school. 

* By means f this new institution,” the Chief Rabbi remarked, “I hope 
it w.ll be poss ble to save the future generation from the pitfalls which 
may poss bly attend their path through life for want of early guidance 
and tuition.” 

The relat‘ons maintained between the authorities and the Jew! sh 
community are ex:cllent. My interview with the Chief Rabbi succeeded 
& Visit cf the King’s brother-in-law, a Irince of the Royal Family, who 
halcome to pay royal respect to the spiritual leader of the Jews. The 
Chief Rabi assured me that the Governnien’ did all in its power to 
facilitate the alministration of communal affairs, and the judgments of 
the Bet Din were ratified with the utmost possible despateh. He him- 
self paid a monthly visit to the King, who ‘discussed various problems 
vith him, 

The Chief Rabbi is also introducing some reforms into the Synagogues. 
liis method, however, he explainel, is'that of evoluti n and not revolu- 
tion. The reforms were being carried out gradually and were accordingly 
more efficacious. For example, he had instructed the Wardens of the 
Great Synagogue in the “ Ismaila” quarter to abolish the purchase of 
aliyot and mitzvot during the services. He is sure that the moral effect 
this reform will amply compensate for the monetary loss which will 
ensue to the Synagogue, 

Asked by our Correspondent whether it was intended to replace these 
Sources of revenue by others, Haim Nahum Effendi smilingly declared

There was one thing that 
particularlv enthused and thrilled them, and that was that /.a+/ 
ila lesh was being spoken in Palestine, that waaa real fom Tobin thet 
ives; and when they heard of all the things that the Zionist Ordanisation 
was creating in Palestine, there was no need t» appeal—money was 
‘orthcoming, and the appe:l was a success fr. Goldstein went on to 
refer to the Bene Israel community of India, who, ac cording to tradition, 
had fled from: Palestine many vears ago on aecount ¢f political persecu 
tion. These Pea} t had no Bible and they had forgotten Hebrew, except 
for one sentence hema Yisrvel~-whieh on Yom Atppur they repeated 
about ten thousaud times, and that was the only prayer they knew. 
They were deprived of their language, their culture. their Bible; they 
retained only the Shen, the Brit, Shabbatand Your Aippur, for though 
they retained her Festivals, their m aning was lost. For 2,000 years 


this little group of Jews had becu completely assimilated. They had not 


known, until the advent of the British East India Company, that there 
wore any other Jew inthe world, but they knew that they were differ. nt 
from the surrounding inhabitants. ‘lhere was only one thing that these 
Bene israel understood in the same way as did the Western Jews, and 
that was tha the 1 ge dary country of their traditions was going to 
become Jewish avain. ‘That gave reason and justification for thcir dreams. 
The Bene Israel were poor, and he had been reiuctant to make an 
appeal ‘or money. But the Chairman of the meeting he addressed had 
insiste |, and the results had been amazing. The speaker described the 
work for the Acren Hayesod and the Jewish National Fund that was being 
carried out in Rangoon, Singapore, Bombay, Calcutta and other places, 
and said he wished that it was possible to create such enthusiasm in 
these colder-climes. The Jews of Australia, said Dr. Goldstein, were a 
smmall and scattered community. Most of them had lived in the Dominion 
for three generations; they.were 100 per cent. Australian, and knew 
little about Jewish affairs. He had come to them, a Russian Jew witha 
foreign accent, and wanting money—fref:h from every point of view— 
but he had been pe mitted to present the case for Palestine, and when 
the appeal for money had come it had been generously responded to. — In 
New Zealand there were only 450 Jewish families; but they had con. 
tributed £6,000 for the Aeren Hayeood. It he were asked which was the 
best Jewish community in the world from the Zionist point of view. he 
woud say New Zealand. “When we are so near.” concluded Dr. 
Goldstein, “we see the temporary phases in Zionism. We lose a 
sense of proportion and think that they really matter: we are apt to 


fo:-get the e'ernal and fundamental value of the Movement. 


But when 
so far away we can the better see its glory and its beauty. If the
